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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


Members of the School Board ef Lempster: 


During the school year the superintendent made fifty- 
four visits to the schools... Fourteen other trips were made 
to Lempster for various purposes. Ninety-eight citizens 
visited the schools. The school board members made 
fourteen visits. 

The closing of the South school left but three schools 
in session. The total enrolment was 61. Of this number, 
three children were neither absent nor tardy during the 
year. There were only 48 cases of tardiness, and the 
attendance was exceeding gocd in all schools. 

Medical inspection showed that some of the parents 
had taken advantage of the knowledge of defects in the 
health of their children, and remedied them. 

Lempster is rapidly approaching a standard of excel- 
lence in its school work that reflects great credit on its 
teaching force. Mrs. Hurd has developed the work in 
grades VII and VIII so that a Junior school is now being 
carried on by her, and the children are receiving work the 
equivalent or better than that in the average village 
school, save in the respect that neither Latin or French 
are offered. The mathematics is comparable to that in 
the ninth grade of a preparatory school of more than 
average standards. Few teachers are more able to. adapt 
themselves to the newer methods and greater speed re- 
quired in school work today. The Junior school is more 
than a credit to Lempster. 

A fairly wide acquaintance with conditions thru the 
state of New Hampshire shows that Lempster is rapidly 
developing its buildings to equalin convenience and effi- 
ciency those newer buildings found farther north, which 
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area pride to the towns and are used for community 
centers. In Union No. 5, no town has shown greater 
interest in the improvement of its buildings used for 
schools. We anticipate still further modifications, partic- 
ularly do we hope that the Street school can be made a 
modern rural school that the work being done there can 
be given best expression. 

The organization and civics work in East Lempster 
and the Cragin schools has been carefully planned and well 
carried out. This school has been remodeled, but should 
be equipped with Hyloplate or slate blackboards, as the 
blackboard paint developed a gloss instead of a matte sur- 
face of dull finish. 

We consider that no better standard of judging the 
real worth of the teaching done in Lempster last year can 
be found than in the children’s care of the Memorial 
Tablet during the summer. Citizenship and pride in their 
town had been instilled along with reverence for those 
who so well deserved it. 

Standardized tests are being used “hie year, the re- 
sults to be published in the next annual report. This is 
another progressive step, adopted cheerfully by the teach- 
ing force. 

Again we desire to state our appreciation of the 
friendliness and helpful attitude, and the ever-ready ad- 
vice offered by the members of the school board whose 
judgment always has been progressive and based on what 
seems best for Lempster’s children.
